27 to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 2 nd paragraph would be proper, but is not entered due to the new issues raised by 
claims 52-55 added by this amendment. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Regarding claim 1, Applicant argues that the fast interface and the interleaved interface of Wang (U.S. 6,775,268) do not equate to 
the first and second SVCs of this claim. Applicant also argues that the fast and interleaved interfaces of Wang do not have the 
characteristic of being setup and released as and when required. Applicant further argues that there is no provisioning of SVCs in Wang. 

However, as provided in the previous Office Action, a fast latency path (first SVC) is provided using fast interface TC-F 80 while an 
interleaved latency path (second SVC) is provided using interleaved interface TC-I 82. These paths are provided between service module 
20 and access node 28 of Figure 2. It is held that this providing of multiple latency paths between two endpoints anticipates the 
provisioning of two SVCs as claimed. These paths (SVCs) are provided using the latency mapping process (coordination) spoken of on 
column 13, lines 50-61 and further on column 11, lines 1-40. 
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
